PROCLAMATION 


Commanding all Papiſts, and all other Perſons who have been of the late Kings party or 
his Sons , to depart out of the Cites of London and Weſtminſcer , and 
late lines of Communication, withiry three days. 


Is Highneſs the Lozd Pzotectoz being infoꝛmed of the frequent meetings of divers Pa⸗ 
piſts, and other ill⸗ affected perſons (who have bozn arms againſt this Commonwealth, oz 
[Kal otherwiſe adhered to the Enemy in the late Wars) in and about the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter , andthe places adjatent, and judging it neceſſary to uſe all means fo: 
IRE 1 preſerving the peace of the Nation, and to pzevent the miſchieks which may ariſe by. 
„ delſgns againſt the peace thereof, doth (by and with the advice of His Pꝛivy Councel) 
| —— ſtratghtly charge and command all Papiſts, and all other perſons, who have been at 
any time in arms againſt the Commonwealth, oꝛ Have adhered unto , oz willingly aſsifted the enemies 
thereof in the time of the late War, being within the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, oz the late lines of 
Communication, and not under reſtraint, within thzee days after the date hereof (02 if under reſtraint, 
within th:ee days after their reſpective enlargement) to depart out of the laid Cities of London and Wett- 
-—_, minſter, and late lines of Communication, and all other places within twenty miles of the ſaid late lines; 
Anleſs it be the places of habitation of themſelveg.and their families, And not to return until the tenth 
dap ot June next; And His Highneſs doth require and command the Loꝛd Payoz of the City of — 
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and the Aldermen of the ſaid City, and likewiſe the Juſtites of the Peace within the ſaid Cities of London 'Þ 
and Weſtminſter , and of the ſeveral Counties of Middleſex, Surrey, Hertford, Kent and Eſſex , Within their _ 7 
limits and juriſdictions to cauſe ſtrict Wards and Watches to be kept, and to make frequent and diligent 
ſearches foꝛ, and to appꝛehend o2 cauſe to be appzehended, all ſuch perſons afozeſaid, which ſhall be found 

Within the laid Cities, Places, oꝛ diſtance atozeſald, after the time oz times herein befoze limitted 
fo2 their departure; and them and every of them to commit to pꝛiſon, and from time to time to cer- 
tifie their pzoceedings therein to His Highneſs Councel under their Hands and Seals; And all Sheriffs; 
Mapoꝛs, Bayliffs, Conſtables, and all Captains o Guards, Officers and Soldiers, and all other the good 
people of this Commonwealth, are required to! 17 ding and alsiſting to the ſaid Juſtices of the Peace, 
and other Officers afoꝛeſald, in the due executioß dt the pzemiſes, as they will anſwer the contrary at 
their utmoſt perils, And ko: the better diſcovery of all Papiſts and ili-affected perſons, which now are 
abiding in, oꝛ during the time afoꝛeſaid ſhallreſozt unto the ſaid Cities of London and Weſtminſter , oz 
either of them, oꝛ any place oꝛ places within the late Lines of Communication; His Highneſs by and 
with the Advice of His ſaid Councel, doth gxpzeſly charge and require all and every Houſholder and 
Houſholders within the Cities and places gfoxeſatd, oꝛ any of them, on oz befoze the Second day of May 
next coming, to deliver in wꝛiting under his and their hands unto the Alderman of the Ward, if ſuch 
Houſholder dwell within the City of London, q to the next Juſtice of the Peace, a perfect Liſt of the 
names of all perſons now lodging within thtHouſe of ſuch Houſholder, together with their additions; 
andif they are Papiſts, to mention the ſame in ſuch Liſt, and ſo from time to time, within Four and 
twenty hours after the receiving of any perſon to lodge in his oꝛ their houſe oꝛ houſes, to deliver in the 


no ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons to ſuch Alderman oꝛ next Juſtice of the Peace in maner afozeſaid; and 


the Aldermen of the reſpective Wards, within the ſaid City of London, and the Juſtices of the Peace 
within the laid City of Weſtminſter, and places within the late Lines of Communication, are required to 
take care that Liſts be actoꝛdingly ſent in untothem from all and every Houſholder and houſholders a⸗ 
foꝛeſaid, and to make enquiry of the truth of ſnthLiſts; and all Conſtables and other Officers areenjoyn- 
ed and required to oblerve the oꝛders anddirections of ſuch Alderman,and Puſtice of Peace reſpectively 
in the pꝛemiſes, and to yield obedience thereunto: And the ſaid Aldermen and Juſtices of the Peace 
reſpectively, are hereby likewiſe required to tranſmit true Copies of luch Liſts unto the Clerks of is 
Highneſs Councel, oz one of them. And His highneſs doth hereby declare, That all and every ſuch 
Houlholder and Houſholders as ſhall make default of ſending in ſuch Lift as afozeſaid, oꝛ ſhall pꝛeſume to 
ſend in a falſe Liſt, ſhall be taken and deemed Enemies tothe Peace and Security of the Commonwealth.
